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Gov. Davis And The Primary Law 


drive of the politicians against the non-partisan judicial 


' . ballot and the direct primary nomination of candidates has 
struck a shag in the person of Governor Davis. 
IT may he that 
later on the governor can be turned from his present course, but 
so far he has shown a decided inclination to be governor in his 
own name and right. 
The non-partisan ballot, whether for judges or any other 


office, and primary nominations have always been extremely 
unpopular among that small but decidedly influential class of 
citizens known as the political bosses. The reason for the un- 
uonularitv of the law and the opposition of these men is obvious 
AND OUR BELIEF IS THAT UNLESS THE PEOPLE OF OHIO 
AWAKE AXD INSIST ON RADICAL CHANGES IN THE PRI- 
MARY SYSTEM THEY WILL LOSE THE ADVANCE GROUND 
THEY HAVE WON. 
. 
There is no question that the primary scheme of nominat- 


ing candidates for office is defective. It was drafted by r^sn un- 
friendly to this mode of making nominations and its inherent 
defects were relied upon at that time to so discourage the people 
wits its operation as to make them in time willing to abandon 
it Its foes believe that that time has now come and their power- 
ful influence i> accordingly being exerted in a concentrated ef- 
fort for its repeal. 
The primary law, like our whole system of elections, is an- 


tiquated. " It lacks flexibility. It puts a premium on .staying at 
home instead of lending encouragement to the voter to take pa-! 
triotic interest in the selection of party nominees. In the larger ( 
politha! contests such as the selection of state tickets it provides' 
no definite and accurate way for the rank and file of voters to I 
familiarize themselves with the records of the several candi-] 
dates. And in the still larger field of national politics, such as) 
the selection of. candidates for president it is more or less the: 
joke that its opponents say it is. It is too rigid in enforcing! 
strict party lines", or in attempting to do so. in the primary elec- 
tions.But for ail these admitted defects the pimary. in theory at 
least, still marks an advance in popular government over the 
old convention system of making nominations. ,The charge that 
it permits nominations to be made by a minority of the voters | 
in a given party is readily answered by the fact that nominations' 
were also made by a minority of voters under the convention , 
plan and that the minority then was infinitesimal compared with , 
the actual number of voters who now participate in the choice 
of men for party candidates. 
In fact, with all its defects we believe the chief fault with 


the primary today is not so much with the law as with the peo- 
ple Themselves. The opponents of the primary urge two chief 
pleas for its repeal. The one is that the people take no interest! 
in the primary" and the other is that the convention plan result- 
ed in the nomniation of better candidates. 
j 
But again the answer to this argument of our self-consti-[ 


tuted guardians is that the fault lies not so much with the law, ' 
imperfect as it is, as with the people themselves and that after. 
all, ours is a government of the people and not of the politicians 
and that if the people make mistakes that the politicians would 
save them from it is still the people who suffer for their lack of 
interest. 
„ 
i 
That the primary results in the choice of interior candi-, 
4ates is open to question. We believe in the ten years or more] 
that Ohio counties have selected their officials thru the primary ; 
thev ha^-e had just as honest and efficient service as they had ' 
-prior to that time. We believe the corps of officials, for example. 
now in the Coshocton-co court house, are just as competent, just 
as hard working and just as devoted to the public welfare as any 
ever selected in party convention. 


But that is neither here nor there. The people years ago ; 


decided in Ohio that they wanted to substitute the primary for 
the convention plan. ' The politicians opposed the change then 
yust as thev want to go back to the old way now. It took the 
people a full decade to get a legislature sufficiently free from 
boss domination to enact a primary law such as we have. 


The politicians instinctively feared the primary because 


they scented in it a loss of power, a loppir.g off of privileges, a 
slackened grip on candidates, actual and potential, and a trans- 
fer to the many of a usufruct the few had come to regard as 
their own. The realization of the primary has only confirmed j 
their instinctive fears of ten and twenty years ago. And with . 
what power they ?ti!l possess they propose now before there is! 
a further waning of their strength, to make a last desperate ef- : 
fort to restore the old system and, incidentally, their old pres-s 
tige. 
! 


We believe the effort will fail. We believe there are still J 


enough Ohioans who can remember a George B. Cox, without ,- 
even the right to wear a delegate's badge admitting him to the 
convention floor, sitting motionless and stolid in the balcony and 
directing every move of a thousand men as a shepard guides his j 
docile flock with a wave of his crook. And we believe this 
memory of the ill-scented days of political conventions will in 
the end react for the saving of the primary.

On the contrary, \\e believe ih>< agitation will serve a use-j 


ful purpose. There is no <;des':on that the primary system is 
defectne. There i~ no oue-tion lu;t that there are many poli- 
tician-^ of the right sort v. K<> r< :-.!iy are desirous of improving our 
election rr.ac'iine: y to ro;tkp i' m-m- .h'xihle and more responsive 
to the v/ili of the ]>e<"-^ie. And we ;>c!ie\v that this class of poli-
